But the Chlne.-ie war will be a holdlnc war 
at best for some time to come, Tlie Japs have 
yet lo be driven from Burma, and the supply 
route opened to China. 

Even then supplies are bound I 
quale, for Ihe Burma road Is tn 
press highway, bnt a treacherous 
the going Is .slow and louRh. 

There Is In India, aeeordliiR U 
rcport.s, alnio.st a.s nuieU Icnd-len 
fihlpmenl as has been received li 
ready. But the tolal of both amounts to only 
3 per cent of lend-lease sent to Britain. The 
reason (or this Is not dl.serlnilnatlon, of 
course, but the almost Insuperable dittlcullle.i 
of transporlallon. 

OffsctllnE lhe.se dlycouraiiliiR statistics are 
the maBhltlcent showlnj; ot the Chinese sol- 
dier, and the Rreat result.i which Slllwell and 
Chennault have accomplished wllh so little. 
But at least, though the deep concern re- 
mains, the difficulties arc no Rrcater. And 
the hope Is real and Inspiring,

Despite repeated warnings by the Idaho 
Power company. It's a .safe hct lhat someone 
will be killed or injured In Maple Valley every 
year by netting hny derrlck.s mixed up with 
high tension lines. 

It seems that a certain ,smal! pcrccnlaRc of 
the farmcr.s hi this vicinity Just won't learn 
that It's highly dangerous to move hay der- 
ricks in the vicinity of power Jhies. Just let 
some little thing go wrong to establish a con- 
tact, and there's no telling what will happen. 
- -The other day two men were burned, one 
severely, and two horses' killed in a hay dcr- 
rlck-powcr lino accident southwest ot Jerome, 
It was the samc'oid story — moving a derrick 
down tlje road without the necessary precau- 
tions and connecting with 6,900 volts. 

As the Jerome manager of the Idaho Power 
company .stated following the accident: 

"This sort of accident Is caused entirely by 
carelessness. Ninety-five per cent ot tlie farm- 
ers moving hay derricks In this area nlway,s 
call us beforehand and we send a service man 
right out, He either-s 'cuts' the power tempo- 
rarcly, or shows the farmer how Id get under 
wires without risk of lite." 

You larmers who haven't taken this thing 
Eorlously up to now: Why not make it a rule 
to call the Power company whenever you plan 
bn taking a hay derrick onto a highway? ot 
course, there's always room for more angels 
In heaven, but right now Uncle Sam needs all 
you farmers for wartime food production.
